Alternative: From the Beltway Route 495, take George Washington 
Memorial Parkway (Exit 14) in Virginia, and find exit on right for 
Theodore Roosevelt Bridge. After crossing bridge, first stop light on 
Constitution Ave. is at 23rd St., N.W., turn left onto 22nd St., left at stop 
sign onto C St., and right onto 23rd St., N.W. Proceed a few blocks to 
campus.
